Since writing, I have received additional 
information from Mr. and urs. Gallagher, the school teacher 
and field matron respectively. They report that pupils are 
endangered by falling plaster, one large piece narrowly missing 
@ small girl's head recently. After rain the school floor is 
@ mass of puddles and the stove heat makes a steam which 
dampens the class room. It is usually noon vefore the floor 
dries out. ¢ 

I note that reports of November 12th 1944 
and June 6th 1945 by the Provincial Inspector of Schools refer to 
the school toilets as dirty and needing repairs. They frequently 
blow down, the roofs leak and the sides are split. 


There is at present cardboard in some of the 
broken windows and it would seem that we are setting the 
Indians a very poor example in permitting children to attend 
school under such conditions, 


The dispensary roof also leaks badly and only 
one chair is available for Indian patients; this is usually wet 
from roof leaks. The water supply is non-existent during 
summer months, so there is no fire protection, neither has the 
matron any hot or cold running water for treatment of patients. 
The water situation will form the subject of another report. 


In urging acceptaiuce of the only tender submitted 
vide my letter referred to above, 1 would submit that we are 
inviting severe criticism over the conditions of tais School.

We have received a memorandum from our Minister's 
office concerning contracts and reading as follows: 


“On the 5th of thie month a letter wae received 
from the Secretary of the Cabinet stating “in future 
and as a matter of normal Government poliocy, contracts 
for public works would be awarded only after tenders 
had been called for on a firm bid basie"®. While 
technically it might be claimed that after one tender 
had been received the conditions laid down by the 
Cabinet had becn met, I imagine that that was not what 
was intended, It may not ways be practicable to 
secure more than one bid, but it is thought that in 
future when a recommendation ie being made to the 
Deputy Minister that a contract be let, it be stated 
whether public tenders are invited, and if not » what 
the circumstances are that justify the acoaptance of 
an individual tender.* 


This means that it would not be possible to secure 
an Order-in-Counoil for the acceptance of the tender from 
the Precision Housing Company Ltd., until we have aseured 
the Minister that we have attempted to secure other prices. 


In the case of Cape Mudge we had already advertised 
for tenders and so it was relatively easy to obtain the 
gepneraty. We also had a tender from Prefabricated Structures 
td.

Extract from Inspector Barry's report on the 
Sliammon Indian day school dated March 24, 1939: 


Though I have not mentioned it in the actual 
report on the school I believe that Mr. McGuinness 
could teach the boys some worth while manual work 
if he were supplied with a few simple tools and the 
ordinary rough lumber. I should like to recommend 
that simple tools to the value of some $20.00 be 
supplied to the Sliammon Indian Day School and that 
at the same time lumber of various assorted siges to 
a value of not more than $10.00 be made available. 
The teacher tells me that he is able to instruct in 
simple manual training and the boys could make a few 
simple articles of use in the school, a small bench, 
table etc. If you agree with me that such equipment 
and lumber might be supplied I would ask that this 
simple set of tools be supplied in time for the opening 
of school in September of this year. 


The girls are learning to knit now and I shall 


have some suggestions to make with regard to their 
vocational training at a later date.

domestic science. 


Mr, Gallagher's general reaction to the In- 
spector's observetions would indicate somewhat .f a defeatist 
attitude and resistance to change. In the sbeence of .vivence to 
the contrary, the Department will, undou tedly, sccept the 
opinion of the Inspector as azainet that of the teacher.

I enclose herewith an account for supplies for the 
above School as recomuended by the School Inspector.

Gallagher advised me recently that he applied to the Department 
for a nwiber of the articles included in the attached bill, 
but never received them. He is not in favour of plasticine 
for various reasons. 


On a recent visit to the School, I mede a careful 
checksup of the various matters mentioned by the School Inspector 
in his report on this -chool. hegarding the stove, the teacher 
states that a circulating heater is required, as he is afraid 
that the children will be burned when getting too near the present 
stove, which is often red hot, As these circulating heaters 
are practically unprocurable {in fact, any kind of heater is 
almost non-existent) I would recommend that a sheet iron protector 
be placed round the present stove. 


With reference to the manual training, there is no 

room for this in the school, and in any case the boys are too

Another | 
should be reckoned with is that the next teacher might be a woman 
in which case 1 ing would not be given. 

With regard to the inspector's observation that the 
school should be made more attractive, Mr.Gallagher advised thet 
all the children want to come to school. There is no difficulty 
in getting them there when they are on the Reserve, but the parents 
have to move around to make their living, and are forced to take 
the children with them. My.Gallagher, who has had long teacsing 
experience,made the observation that it is quite common for a new 
inspector to make an adverse report on his first visit to a school 
so that he can claim improvement due to his efforts and inspections.

There has been considerable correspondence between 
this office and the Rev. Arthur Barner, superintendent of the 
United Church Missions whose head office is, 67 Craighurst Ave., 
Toronto 12, Ontario, regarding the establishment of a school at 
Takush Harbor for the Indians of the Kwashela Band. 


Mr. Barner wished me to recommend Charlie Walkus as 
a teacher which I could not honestly do, but I told him that if 
they got a good white teacher I vould recommend him. He informed 
me in one of his letters that they had been dealing with the De- 
partment vith regard to other schools and that the Department 
generously had made a grant in other instances of $4.00 a day for 
every day the school was kept open and I told him I would be very 
pleased to make this recommendation to the Department in case they 
got a suitable teacher. 


I have just received a letter from Mir. Barner stating 
that they have appointed Miss “innifred Potter to the school, and 
lir. Barner says that she has a life certificate and has had 16 years 
experience in teaching. He says that she is used to Indian children 
at Kitamat, and is healthy and strong and likes to live alone. 


By yesterdays mail I received a letter from Miss Potter, 
stating that she is ready to go in at any time and that the diffi- 
culty about school desks which was referred to in your letter of 
March 14th has been adjusted as they have had seats from the Alberni 
school shipped to them and they are there on the spot. 


By todays mail I am sending Miss Potter some requisi-

: Im reply to your letter of 
September 4th, reporting that some of the children in 
your school are suffering from a bad skin disease, I have 
to advise you that Mrs Ditchburn, Indian Commissioner, 
Victoria, has been requested to send you some supplies 
for their treatments You will receive sewe sulphur 
ointment, some auwmoniated mercury ointment and some 
chlorozine tablets. The tablets should be used for 
making a wash to cleanse the sores as well as possible 
before applying the ointwent- Two tablets to one cupful 
of warm water will be about the right strength. If you 
will look between the fingers and on the front of the 
wrists of these pupils, you may find some little black 
specks in the skin er short black lines or tiny blisters. 
If you find these, you may take it that you have itch 
or skabiese The treatment for this is the sulphur 
ointment which should be rubbed in pretty thoroughly 
wherever there are spots and you way find it necessary 
to be patient if the cure is slow, as some cases of 
itch may have quite big sores as well, and these will 
take some time to clear upe If you do not find these 
little spots it may be better to use the mercury ointment 
but these are both good ointments and should benefit 
any sort of skin disease- The great thing is to get 
the spots pretty well cleaned up before you put the 
ointment on- 


Mre Ditchburn will also send you 
some absorbent cotton and gauze to use for cleansing 
yerpenee and dressings- I might also say that chlorozine 

ablets are one of the best ajplications for cuts and 
wounds of any kind that you can gete

I have received official letter No. 
156-46-1 dated June 27th from the Department stating 
that it has been decided to continue the services of 
Miss W. Potter as Day School teacher at Takush Harbour, 
but emphasizing the fact that she will have to carry 
on there on the resumption of the school session under 
existing conditions. 


When I visited this school, although I 
did not commit myself to any definite promises, it was 
obvious that this lady expected that the Department 
would undertake a certain amount of very necessary re~ 
pair work to the school building and her quarters before 
she returned there in September next. However in view of 
these latest instructions it will be futile for you to 
requisition for the necessary expenditure to be incurred. 
I would however recommend that the Sssociate Secretary of 
the Board of Home Missions of the United Church be informed 
that this lady is likely to be subjected to considerable 
hardship next winter which it is impossible for this De- 
partment to obviate. 

However I understand that this Department 
will be obligated to the extent of furnishing fuel, and I 
hereby make requisition for the supply of seven cords of 
wood at ten dollars a cord for the use of this school dur- 
ing next winter.

we to report in connection with the Indian 
Day School at Takush Harbour, Smith Inlet, B.C. that in order 
that the teacher's residence at this point should be habitable 
for next winter, considerable expenditure would need to be in- 
curred in order to carry out repair work. In view of the fact 
that the number of pupils on the register is only seven, and the 
average attendance during the quarter ended March 3lst was only 
6.1, @ condition due to the fact that the Kwashela tribe of In- 
dians who own this reserve spend very little of their time there 
and are of @ nomadic disposition, I fail to see that there is any 
justification for this Day School to be continued, especially in 
view of present conditions when it does not seem possible for 
authority to be granted for the necessary expenditure to be in- 
curred. 


The teacher, Miss W. Potter, is fully qualified 
and thoroughly imbued with the missionary spirit. She was placed 
there by United Church authorities, but I am of the opinion that 
under present conditions her energies are misspent and it would 
be better if the United Church authorities found a place for her 
elsewhere. The Inspector of Indian Schools, Capt. G.H. Barry, is 
also of this opinion and does not include this school in his itin- 
erary. 


The Kwashela Indians are not of the best type and 
need far more Police supervision than they have been getting for 
a number of years. Takush Harbour is in a more or less isolated 
location particularly during the winter months, and I have no hes- 
itation in stating that it would be better handled if it were in- 
cluded in the Bella Coola Agency, as it is not so difficult of 
access from Bella Coola as it is from Alert Bay. 


I would be glad to receive instructions in regard 


to this as soon as possible.

I am \4 receipt of a letter from the Rev. Arthur 
Barner, Superintendent of Missions for the United Church of 
Canada, with regard to the school at Takush Harbor for the 
Kwashela Band. In his letter, he states as follows:- 


"IT think that the only word which will describe the 
change there during the past eighteen months since Miss Potter 
took charge is "transformation". Of course there is not much 
change in the older people, and in the appearance of the vill- 
age, but already there is talk of building better houses. It 
is in the children our hopes are centred, and certainly they 
are changed. I was astonished at the progress they have made 
with only five months schooling, which is the total the regis- 
ter shows." 


Mr. Barner adds that ot a meeting held on the evening 
of the 14th of February, Miss Potter made a request that the 
point of land to the south of the schoolhouse taking in twenty- 
five yards back to the west, measuring from the front of the 
school building be set aside oy the people for school purposes, 
and it was agreed by all present that this be done. It was fure- 
ther requested at the meeting that Mr. Barner write to me to re=- 
commend to the Department to consent to this arrangement. At the 
present time Miss Potter has no privacy, and she would like to 
have this done, and also that she may have an opportunity to 

eautify the point of land. I woulda recommend that this be done. 
fhe point of land is only small, anda they have plenty of land 
for their own purposes, and it will not be depriving them of any- 
thing.

During the month this office was shocked to 
hear of the sudden death of Miss Winnifred Potter, Missionary- 
teacher at Smiths Inlet. I received a communication from 
Dr. Barner previous to her death stating he had gone to 
Smiths Inlet and there found Miss Potter had been 411 in 
bed for three weeks. He stated he was able to persuade her 
to return with him to the hospital at Bella Bella. In the 
passing of Miss Potter I would like to pay tribute to her 
memory. For many years she lived alone most of the time at 
the Smiths Inlet Mission, with no white person for many 
miles. It was a desolate and isolated location with no 
conveniences or home comforts and a great debt is due Miss 
Potter for her unfailing love and interest in the Indian 
people which prompted her to give her life to this work. 

I have recommended that the Smith Inlet Day 
School be closed permanently, and instructions have already 

been received from the Department to remove all Government 


property to Alert Bay for safe storage.

Dear Sir: Res Takush 


I have your letter of November Sth, in which yu 
announce the decision of the Department not to re-open the school 
at Takush, I think it might be well, before accepting Mr. Indian 
Agent Todd's advice too hastily, for the Department of Indian Affairs 
to recall the circumstances which led to the opening of this school. 
While it is true that the eroup of Indians 
ten years ago 


As a matter of fact, this school has been carried 
on at a minimum of expense to the Department of Indian Affairs, 
because during the whole period that it has been in operation, the 
major portion of Miss Potter's salary has been cuaranteed and paid 
by The United Church of Canada; and the property which the Agent 
talks about moving consists of a few school desks and a little 
equipment in the way of maps, charts, &e., and is a bagatelle com- 
pared with the investment that we have in the building, residence, 
end furnishings. 


I would like to remind the Department of Indian 
Affairs thet almost forty years ago the Methodist Church withdrew 
from a group of Indians at the head of Rivers Inlet on represent- 
ations from Ottawa that the band was to be moved to a more suitable 
site, provided with houses for individual families in place of the 
long houses in which they were living, and given a school.

From my knowledge of the whereabouts of the Indians from that 
time, 1 do not believe many days of school were held during 
the following quarter, otherwise Miss Potter would have for- 
warded her quarterly returns in the regular way. However, 

} this can only be determined by obtaining the school register 
which I will do at my earliest convenience. 


As the Department boat is out of commission, it 
is difficult for me toget to Takush village as it is a long 
distance from here and necessitates crossing jueen Charlotte 
Sound which is always very treacherous at this time of year. 
However I am planning on making arrangements with the Rev, 
Peter Kelly of the United Church at Ocean Falls to meet me 
shortly if possible with a view to obtaining the information 
the Department requests as well as making arrangements for the 
safe storage of Departmental property located at the school, 

I am wiring the epartment by night letter tonight requesting 
to know if they intend to continue this school at Takush. My 
own personal opinion is it would be unwise and would recommend 
that the Department close the school at this point and have all 
Government property put in storage for safe keeping at an early 
date. 1 am satisfied if it is left there with no one looking 
after it, it will soon be gone, and it is with this in mina I 
am communicating with Mr, Kelly to make some arrangements for 
the Government property and that belonging to the Church,

When we are definitely 
aware of the anount due, further consideration will be given 
to the manner in which the cheque covering the amount will be 
made payable. The matter will be taken up with the Treasury 
Branch, with a view to carrying out your suggestion, that the 
cheque be drawn in favour of the Treasurer of the United 
Church. 


A telegram was received this morning fram iir. 
Agent Todd, who recommends that the school be permanently closed, 
as the location is isolated, with no one now in charga.

Dear Mr, Sutherland: Re: Smith's Inlet (or Takush ) 


It is my sad duty to inform you that Miss 
Winnifred Potter, the teacher at Takush, died of cancer 4 
few days ago in the Bella Bella Hospital. She had evidently 
been quite ill most of the summer but failed to report her 
illness to the doctor on the "Thomas Crosby." Her real 
condition was discovered almost by accident. Dr. Barner made 
a special trip from the Hospital and took her back with him. 
She lived only three or four days, and during the greater 
part of the time after she arrived at the Hospital was un- 
conscious. 


I am not sure whether or not the Department 
owed Miss Potter any money. If so, I wonder if it would be 
possible to have the cheque drawn in favor of the Board of 
Home Missions - or the Treasurer of the United Church. So 
far as we know, she has only one living relative - 4 sister, 
and our Superintendent in British Columbia will take respons~ 
ibility for seeing that the money gets to her. 


I would like to know whether or 1 ot it is 
the wish of the Department t: + we should appoint another 
teacher to Takush on the same terms. You will remember that 
a few years ago We fixed up the school and tle house, so that 
the living conditions ere now very comfortable, except for the 
extreme isolation of the place. I am under the impression, 
however, that both Ca,tain Barry and Mr. Indian Agent Todd have 
been rather dubious about the value of the school work there. 
It would look as if we have a chance at the present tine to do 
either one of two things: abandon the village entirely, or send 
in a new teacher, with the understanding that between now and 
the end of June the whole situation is to be reviewed. It is 
our conviction that the latter course would be desirable. It 
would seem too bad to sacrifice the results of the seven or 
eicht years of sacrificial service which Miss Potter gave to 
this group of very needy Indians.

156-46-1 dated March 15th, and in reply may 
say that I am making arrangements to visit the 
Smith's Inlet Indian Day School when returning 
from a previously-arranged inspection itinerary 
in the Northern part of the Province. 


As the Department's launch "Gi-kumi" 
stationed at Alert Bay is no longer available and 
it is quite unlikely that I can charter any boat 
there during the fishing season, I am asking Mr. 
Indian Agent Gillett to extend my inspection tour 
of the Coast schools in the Bella Coola Agency to 
include that at Smith's Inlet. If Mr. Gillett can 
arrange this for me, and I would ask the Indian 
Affairs Branch to give him the necessary authority 
to co-operate with me in the inspection of this 
School, it will save the expense of chartering a 
special boat, which would cost between $100 and $200.

The Smiths Inlet Day School - The Mission 
started at this point by the United Church of Canada several 
years ago later started a day school. The Vepartment assisted 
them financially for the building and furniture, etc. School 
4s held when two or three children are in the village and the 
Department pays the Missionary 4.00 per teaching day when 
school is held. I have r ported adversely on the continuation 
of this school. I should like to see this tribe move toa 
more desirable location but so long as the Mission continues 
I am afraid the Indians will not wish to go elsewhere. Their 
living conditions are beyond description. 

Generally speakine, the Indians of the agency are 
provided with adequate educational facilities. There are 
some small villages where no day school is available, but these 
children are placed in the Xesidential school with the ex- 
ceotion of those who cannot pass the medical examination. 

I would like to ssy during the time I have been 
Agent I have noticed steady progress being made, anc this is 
due to a great extent to the splendid co-operation between 
the teachers and the Department's school Inspector, ir Barry, 
who undoubtedly is an outstanding man in .is profession.

I can 
see no justification for keeping the school open, particularly 
when there are only three children going to school part time 
and with a condition in the village such as reported by Miss 
Pennington. 

Takush village is very isolated and there is no 
way in which proper supervision may be given it. The Provin- 
cial Police are located at Ocean Falls, and can only make the 
occasional visit there.

I have a letter from Miss Margaret Pennington, B.A., 
who has been in charge of the little mission at Takush in Mr. 
Todd's Agency. Miss Pennington has had a Gall Bladder 
operation but is recovering and hopes to be ready for service 
by the end of October, she wishes to know if the Government 
is willing to continue its grant for the support of that work 
on the same basis as previously, which grant has been supple- 
mehted by our Board of Home Missions. The Government grant has 
been based on $4.00 a day per teaching day, in addition to 
supplying the teacher with fuel, and the Board of Missions 
paid at the rate of $40 a month throughout the year and assist- 
ed the Government in furnishing the teacherage. 


While the report from the school would not seem to 
justify the continuance of that work because of the very low 
and irregular attendance at the school, nevertheless Miss 
Pennington has done a valuable piece of social service work in 
correcting irregular marriages and other unhealthy conditions 
in the community, the prevalent consumption of home brewed 
intoxicants, and we fe@él, at least I do personally, that tht 
work should be continued until the afhalgamation can be made 
between that small tribe and some other, preferably the 
O-we-kee-no tribe at the head of River's Inlet where there is 
a beautiful location f6r an Indian village with ample soil for 
gardens and a beautiful stream of pure water, whereas at Takush 
there is neither of these advantages. To close the school at 
Yakush and leave them at the mercy of harmful influences about 
them in the vicinity, would seem to be a very near-sighted 
policy in dealing with the problem of the native people. It 
would save a small grant no doubt but at the same time it would 
result in the loss of the influence that we now have over 
this seriously decimated tribe of Indians who for many years 
were neglected by the Church if not the State. 


I should be glad of a reply frem you indicating your 
recommendation in the matter.

P.S. Your Inspector, Capt. Barry, intimated when in conversa- 

tion with me on a former occasion that while the school it- 

self does not justify the Government Grant mde, nevertheless 

he would recommend a small sum say $250 or $300 for the 

eyeetes rendered by Miss Pennington, along moral and social 
ines. 


If the grant is to be continued, Miss Pennington is 
anxious that some firewood should be provided at an early 
date as it is usually done earlier in the year than this. 
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She also complains about the condition of the cookstove, 
that it is rusted so badly that it is no longer usable for 
baking. I presume the lining of the oven has rusted out 
or the firebox burned out beyond her ability to repair.

Dear Mr. Hoey: Re; Smith's Inlet School 
I have your letter of November 28th. I can 
only say that I concur most heartily in the conclusion to 
which your Department has come. As fer as I am concerned, I 
do not expect that the matter will be reconsidered, unless, 
of course, it should happen that the school population increased. 


This is a band of Indians which is exceedingly 
small, and just as backward and depraved, and I think that both 
the Department and the Church is wasting money there. 


There sre, however, one or two questions which 
emerge. The first is regarding the salvaging of certain buildings 
and equipment, which both the Department end the Church have at 
Smith's Inlet. The building is really a joint residence and 
school. I do not suppose that it can be moved. Would the Depart- 
ment consider the purchase of it from whatever funds are available, 
either of the Band or of the Department, in order to provide better 
housing, which is certainly needed by those people? 


Then, the desks and other property of the Depart- 
ment, and certain furniture which is the property of the Church, 
might be stored, or moved to some place where they would be of more 
service, 


In that connection, may I ask if you have received 
@ recommendation from the Commissioner in regard to opening a school 
at the head of Rivers Inlet? I understand that the Lumber Company 
has purchased standing timber from the Owee-kee-no Band and that as 
part of the purchese price they are going to erect a certain number 
of good houses. I em advised that it would be very much in the 
interests of these people if a teacher could be appointed. I think 
we should be prepared to co-operate with the Department if it saw 
its way clear to erect a school and contribute towards the salary 
of the teacher, as it has been doing at Smith's Inlet. 


Personally, I think it would be a very much better 
investment of funds and of personnel. I shall be glad if you will 
let me know whet the Commissioner has in mind for this tribe.

I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of December 7th 
forwarding copy of Dr. Dorey's letter of December 2nd regarding 
the Takush Indian Day School. The Department's decision with 
respect to the continuation of this little school for the current 
academic year is noted. 


Dear Sir: Re File 156-46-1. 


The disposal of the equipment belonging to the Depart- 
ment at Takush was discussed with Capt. Barry, who recommends 
that this might well be moved to Alert Bay for use either in fur- 
nishing a second classroom,when this is authorized, or for use in 
any other school in the Kwawkewlth Agency where it may be required. 


It is true that the Indians of the Owekano Band have 
arranged to use certain funds received from the sale of timber to 
build new houses on the Katit Reserve. The arrangements for this 
construction have been made with the Pacific Mills Limited but, 
owing to unforeseen circumstances, the work of clearing the land 
and the construction of the 8 new homes has been postponed until 
April when the Indians will be available and the weather more 
suitable to proceed with the work. The question of the erection 
of a new school at Katit Reserve has been discussed with Capt. 
Barry and Mr. Indian Agent Gillett, and it was agreed that in the 
event of the successful establishment of an Indian village at 
Katit, the matter of a new school could then be brought before the 
Department for consideration. It is my considered opinion that we 
would be well advised to await the completion of the proposed con- 
struction at Katit and the establishment of the Indian families in 
their new homes before taking any action with respect to the 
provision of a school.

I notice that the Department cheque for the 
teacher's salary at Takush, Smith's Inlet for the June 
quarter is only $28 and for only seven days teaching. 


Allow me to say that I visited this point a 
few weeks ago and found Miss Potter, the teacher, ab- 
solutely alone, the Indians having moved out with their 
families as soon as the fishing season opened. 


Moreover Miss Potter was just recovering from 
@ sever illness which has rendered her almost helpless 
for the time being. 


Under these circumstances it is not surprising 
that the returns came so far short of the number of 
teaching days required to earn the full salary for the 
quarter. 


I submit these facts in extenuation and leave 
to the Department to decide if it is not a case calling 
for payment of the full allowance for that quarter.

However 
when she arrived there she found there were six children 
who would attend, so re-opened the school, and the report 
shows that for the twenty-two days school was open she 
had an average of 4.4 pupils. According to our arrange- 
ment with Miss Potter her salary is payable at the rate 
of four dollars a day for the days school is in session.

As instructed in your letter of February llth last, 
No. 15-6-7924, I proceeded to Smiths Inlet Indian Day School at 
the end of the current school year and removed all the Government 
property to the warehouse at the Agency, Alert Bay. 


It was necessary to pay freight on these goods from 
Margaret Bay to Bones Bay; this I paid for out of my Travelling 
Expense Account and put through Voucher No.123 in favour of myself 
covering this amount. A complete inventory of everything in the 
school was made, including all school supplies and equipment as 
well as the furniture, etc. in the teacherage. There was a small 
amount of drugs on hand and as the teacher had left previous to 
my arrival, it was not considered safe that certain of these drugs 
be left in the teacherage,and anything which might be used by the 
Indians detrimental to their health was destroyed,as it was not 
considered worth while moving these small quantities in a few 
bottles. 

Anything that was safe to leave in the teacherage 
and which could be used again was left there and the key to the 
teacherage was turned over to the Rev. Peter Kelly of the United 
Church Mission Boat “Thomas Crosby", who is keeping same until he 
can remove certain articles belonging to the Church and the build-~ 
ing is disposed of. 


Since the school has been closed I have had some 
correspondence with the Rev. W.P. Bunt, B.A.,B.D., Superintendent 
of Missions for the United Church at Vancouver at the request of 
the Rev. Peter Kelly with a view to disposing of the Church's 
equity in the school and teacherage at Smiths Inlet. Mr, Bunt 
has informed me he is under the impression the United Church of 
Canada would accept $150.00 for their equity in the buildings 
rather than try and tear them down and move them elsewhere. 


As the Department are aware, the teacherage was built 
some years ago jointly by the Department and the Church, and in my 
opinion the value of the buildings at the present time would be 
upwards of $700.00, particularly as the freight costs so much 4s 
they are located in such an isolated place. The Church’ has spent 
quite a lot of money at different times which the Department know 
nothing about, and now that they are willing to accept $150.00 cash 
for their equity rather than attempt to move it away, I would re- 
commend that the Department pay the United Church of Canada the 
amount of $150.00 for their equity, and the funds to be taken from 
the "Housing Appropriation" as allotted to this Agency. 


Insofar as the Department's equity is concerned, I 
would recommend that they transfer it to Chief George Walkus of the 
Kwashela Band to be used for a home for Wis family. In this connec- 
tion I would like to point out the Chief's home was burned about a 
year ago and he is badly in need of a residence.

I hope the Department will agree to this arrangement 
as it will permit me to help these Indians who have no homes to 
live in. If the Department approves of this, would you kindly 
forward me a cheque in the amount of $150.00 so that I may con- 
clude the deal with the United Church of Canada, and at the same 
time advise me if you are prepared to release the Department's 
equity in favour of the Indians of the Kwashela Band to be used 
for housing accommodation. An early reply would be appreciated. 


In regard to the equipment, it is my intention to 
use all the school supplies that are suitable for the second class- 
room which we are now establishing at Alert Bay. The furniture 
for the teacherage is being kept intact for the moment but it is 
possible some of it can be used elsewhere, but before doing any=- 
thing the Department will be consulted further.

I have your letter of Feb, 4th, 8-P-2, with 
reference to Miss Geohegan's appointment to the Songhees 
School, She understands that her appointment is only pro 
tem, but she is @oing very well, and it would be too bad to 
replace her just now. She is not altogether without quali- 
fications, as her course of studies in England, qualified her 
a8 an assistant Teacher there, 

The attendance still keeps up, she likes her 
work, and the children like her, However, in accordance with 
your request, I will make an effort to obtain a fully qualified 
teacher, but as you Say this will be difficult to do, at the 
Salary offered, I have Spoken to two, since the appointment 
of Miss Geohegan and both of them turned the proposition down, 
Should I find one, it is doubtful whether he or she would hold 
the position permanently, There is danger of them @iving it 
Up as soon as something better turned up, which would be 
bad for the children and for the school.

With reference to the last three povegrephe of the 
letter from the Bishop of Victoria, end to epartmental letter 
164-10-1 dated January 14, 1932 the last poregrens, I wish to 
draw the attention of the Department to the fact that there are 
THREE Catholic Dioceses in British Columbia. I know that in the 
case of vacant teaching positions in the Catholic Indian Schools 
in Bishop Murray's Diocese, he would like to be consulted, after 
I have made a tentative selection. I am perfectly certain that 
the same is true with souees to Bishop Bunoz. I am informed that 
it is unlikely that Archbishop Duke would wish to interfere in 
any way with one of the other Catholic Bishops though he would 
like to be consulted with regard to appointments in his Diocese.

Miss Burt was trained at the Victoria Normal School, 
She holds a B.S. Class Certificate, She 951s0 holds a 
number of certificates from the Provincial Summer School, 
Victoria. These include Primary Work and two for Indian 
and Rural Work. She is in her fifth year here. She has had 
no other exverience with the exception of some substitute work 
in Saanich, 


Miss Burt has a good manner with the children, She 
4s certainly very much liked by her punils. Her attitude 
towards her work is very good. I have previously reported 
that Miss Burt is a little weak in the ectual presentation of 
the lesson, in that the aim is not clear enough, and more or 
less left to chance, Miss Burt taught a lesson in elementary 
Number Work for me during the nresent inspection, This lesson 
was well vresented, the Blackboard being particularly well used. 
She 1s doing as well now as she 1g likely to do. I have suggested 
that she ottend the Provincial Summer School again this year, 
taking Primary Work and some such course as Technique of Teaching.

Following complaints received by Mr. Indian Agent 
Moore from parents on the Songhees Xeserve concerning the 
lengthy visits of Father Bradley at the above mentioned school, 
I called on Bishop Hill in Victoria on March Hth and discussed 
the matter with him. Previous to my visit to His Excellency 
I called at the Songhees School and examined the register 
which indicated that the Reverend Father Bradley called at the 
School on the following dates : January 30, February 2nd, Sra, 
4th, 9th, 10th, llth, 12th, 13th, 20th, 24th, 25th, 26th and 
March 2nd. The register showed that Father Bradley had remained 
at the school for an hour and one nalf on February 24th, one 
half hour on February 25th, one hour and twenty minutes on 
February 26th and one hour and one half on Merch 2nd. The 
length of his visits on the other occasions was not givene The 
register also indicated that previous to the month of February 
Father Bradley had visited the school occasionally. Bishop 
Hill felt the visits of Father Bradley could be less concentrated 
and said that he would take the matter up and I considered at 
the time that tne matter was satisfadorily concluded. 


However, Mr. indian 4gent Moore has forwarded to me 
a copy of the minutes of the Songhees Band meeting held on 
March 4th from which I quote: " The teaching of Keligious Ins- 
truction in the Songhees Indian Day School was the subject of 
discussion by the meeting. The members felt that this instruc- 
tion should be limited to the time authorized by the Devartment 
and no longer. At present, the Priest calls during school hours 
and takes the pupils from the class to teach Catechism. It was 
explained, by the Chief, that the teacher had little or no control 
over the actions of the Priest and could not, very well, refuse 
the pupils leaving the class-room to receive Religious Instruction. 
After considerable talk it was suggested by the Council that a 
School Board of three members be appointed, which might be of 
assistance to the teacher in this regard, as well as on other 
school matters. The agent explained that they must understand 
that any board elected would have to be approved by the Department 
which would, no doubt, set out its functions and duties. It was, 
eventually, decided to nominate three members -- the result of which 


follows: 
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Kichard Albany-- proposed by Chief Percy 8. Ross and 
seconded by Austin Albany. 


2) Mrs. Sam Joseph--proposed by George Cooper and seconded 
by Arthur Albany. 


3) Johnny Albany--- proposed by Sam Joesph and seconded by 
Frank Georges 


It will noted that this meeting was held prior 
to my visit to Bishop Hill and it is assumed that the matter 
has been satisfactorily settled. 


However, the sand is apparently requesting permission 
for the formation of a school board of three members to assist 
the teac’er on school matters. Although such 4 board with 
limited powers might be advisable at a later date is is felt 
that in view of the recent dissatisfaction it would only lead 
to furtser trouble ad it is recommended that if the Department 
is requested to give permission to form such a board that 
approval should not be given at the present time.

upon the erection of a building for the joint purpose in 
so mach as church accommodation would have to be provided 
for about 75 people and accommodation for 20 would be auple 
for school purposes, The matter was again taken up with the 
Indians with a view to having them come to a decision, 

The Agent after considerable delay has again reported, stat- 
ing that the Indians are willing to spend $3000.00 for a 
Roman Catholic Ohurch and school combined, but for a bulla 
ing to de used for school purposes only they think $1000.00 
would be sufficient, 


The residences erected on this reserve are modem 
and 


Indian Affairs, (RG 10, Volume 6416, file 847-5, part 2) 
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and the school=house should be in keeping with them, We 
have plans of a schoolhouse for 25 or 30 pupils which 
would be appropriate for this reserve and the erection of 
a building according to these plans would cost about 
$3,000.00. 

TI would recommend that the Department put up 
the schoolhouse and obtain the authority of His Royal High- 
ness the Governor General In Council to take sufficient 
funds from the capital of the band to meet the cost of 
construction, It may be remarked here that these Indians 
had a good school on the old reserve and they individually 
obtained the benefit from the money which was received 
from the sale of the building.

I enclose herewith letter dated the 15th 
instant received from Mr, Indian Agent Moore, advising 
that owing to employment of a large number of Indians 
in the shipyards at Esquimalt, in the vicinity of 
Songhees Reserve, that the attendance at the Indian Day 
School has increased to such an extent that it will be 
necessary to transfer desks from the Hast Saanich Day 
School where the number is in excess of the requirements, 
and also to improve the heating system of the School in 
order to make more floor space available. 


The total cost of these changes would 
amount to about $50.00 according to Mr. Moore's estimate. 
In view of the limited supply of suitable stoves available, 
it might be difficult to get one at $45.00. I would 
recommend approval of the application if funds can be 
provided. Please let me have a reply by airmail.

During a recent visit to the Songhees indian 
Day School, I found it full to overflowing with eight pupils 
there more than we have deskse whe increase in attendance 
at that school can be explained by the fact that so many of 
the Indians from other reserves are working in the shipyards 
in Victoria and residing on the Songhees Keserve, the result 
being tuat their children attend the Songhees Schoole it will 
be necessary to get another 8 medium sized desks and 1 would 
recommend that we take them from the Saanich school where we 
have about 10 desks too many ior the number of children we 
have attending,or are liable to attend for some years to comes 
If authority is granted to move these desks I can have them 
taken in by the wast Saanich Freight Service and delivered to 
the Songhees School, at an approximate cost of o5e006 


ith the extra desks required tor the songhees 
Sehool it will naturally mean more crowding and this will mean 
that we will have to procure the Circulatory Heater which we 
have spoken about on several occasions for use in this schoole 
By using a heater of this type it will mean that the pupils 
can sit much closer to it than they can to the ordinary stove 
wiich is at present in use, without fear of getting overheated 
or burned. the greatest advantage owever is the fact that the 
heat is circulated around the room evenly. i would recommenda 
that the necessary authority be granted for this heater at an 
approximate cost of 45-00 


I would also recommend that the present stove 
ve used in the basement of the school which will have to be 
used for the boys doing their manual training worke ‘our 
early approval for the above services will be appreciated.

Taking everything into con- 
sideration, the Department does not see any 
necessity for spending the amount of money 
mentioned at the present time. If a small

I wish to report that during a receht visit 
to the Songhees Indian Day School I found that the water pipe 
was leaking down in the basement end running all over the 
floore I was unable to determine the cause of the leak or its 
exact location and consequently had to get a Plumber to go 
out end look the situation over and see just what the trouble 


is. 


Apparently the stop and waste at the entrance 
to the property is not functioning at the water main and there 
is notastop and wate inside the building at all. The drain 
from the basement needs attention and a thorough cleaning ogut 
although the extent of this cannot be determined without doing 
some digging. 

I was unable to get the Plumber to commit 
himself on just what the job would cost without I authorised him 
to expose the entire pipe from the main to the building and 
also the drain pipe. He did say however, that the minimum 
cost would be $18.75 and if he had to do much digging and 
install any new pipe it might run to $25.00 or $30.00. I got 
the impression however, that he felt that with the installation 
of the two set of stop and waste fixtures that the difficulty 
would be solved, plus the Cleaning of the drain. At all events 
the matter is quite urgent and I would ask for the necessary 
authority to have the work which considered necessary 
attendei to right away.

I have your letter of March Sth in connection 
with the proposed installation of electric light in the 
Songhees Indian Vay School, and would point out that the 
matter was dropped for the reason that we were awaiting 
further information from you, some ov wulch has still not 
been received. It is noted that the school building is 
more or less a community centre for the heserve, which, to 
me would indicate that the largest percentage of electricity 
would be used in the evenings for social gatherings rather 
than for school purposes, in view of which it is likely 
that some arrangement would have to be arrived at whereby 
the +ndians of the “and assume responsibility for part of 
the electricity costs. 


Please let me have vour views in this connection 
and give an estimate of the approximate monthly cost of the 
electricity for the building. 7 may say T have been unable 
to find any information in this office in support of your 
statement that the building in question is owned by the 
Department, and as I have always been under the impression 
that it was owned by the 4+ndians themselves I would appreciate 
whetever information you have available on this point.

Further to my letter of the 5th instant and 

your reply above noted I would advise that the band has already as 

r resolution of January 25th, 1945 agreed to an expenditure of 
40.00 as part of the cost of the installation of the lights in 
thie school and which I feel is a reasonable proportion of the cost 
of instellation for the band to be called upon to pay in view of 
the fact that the building is-so far as I can determine-the property 
of the Department,and while it 4s noted that you are unable to find 
any information to support my statement - which after all, was given 
to me by the Indians - I would suggest that the matter be referred 
to the Department and definite 4nformation received regarding this 
debatable point. 

I did not intend to give you the impression 
that the building was used frequently es « Community Centre other 
than for the holding of entertainments by the school children, nure=- 
ing classes, and possibly for band meetings of four or five times per 
year. As it stands at present it is one or two individuals of the 
bend that assume responsibility for the lighting of the building by 
coal oil lempe or a wire strung from the adjoining house. 

It is difficult to give you an estimate of the 
approximate monthly cost particularly during the winter months, but 
from April lst until the end of October the minimum rates of $2.50 
per month should pretty well cover. However I do not expect that the 
total annual expenditure would exceed $50.00

I am forwarding herewith Mr. Indian Agent Moorets 
letter of February 13th, 1945, together with a copy of 
my reply and subsequent correspondence in connection with 
the proposed installation of electric lights in the 
Songhees Indian Day School building. 


It will be noted that the estimated cost of wiring 
the building, including lights and fixtures, is $200.40, 
that the Band are prepared to contribute $40.00 towards 
the cost from their Band funds and that the annual cost 
would be approximately $50.00. 


In view of the use made of the school building 
outside of school hours for nursing classes, entertainments 
for the children, etc., and the resulting fire hazard from 
the use of coal oil lamps, I consider that it would be 
advisable to proceed with the {installation of eletric 
lights. It is too late to proceed with this matter during 
the current fiscal year and although no specific provision 
was made in the 1946-47 estimates, it is hoped that funds 
can be made available.

In this regard I may say that the question 
appears to have dropped after your last letter, as nothing 
further was done until a few weeks ago that I happetied to notice 
the stoppage in proceedings. 

I wish to attach hereto in duplicate a quot- 
ation from a very reliable contractor covering the cost of comp- 
lete installation as stated in the Band Resolution of January 
1945 and consisting of : 4 lights in school room, 1 light outside 
front door, 1 light in hallway, 1 light in basement and 1 light 
at turn in basement stairs, plus 2 double plug-in outlets in 
school room. 

The principal reason for lights in this school 
is to give better lighting to the children. During the dark winter 
months it is extremely difficult for the pupils to see their work 
books, except on the row of seats along the window. 

Furthermore the school building is more or 
less the Community Centre for the Reserve, meetings and enter- 
tainments being held there with coal oil lamps borrowed from the 
various Indian houses. 

I consider this installation most necessary 
and would recommend that it be carried out as soon as funds can be 
provided.

Memorandum 


Mr. Scott:- 


I have to report that at the time of my visit to 
the Squamish Boarding school, B. G., I learned that the 
Sisters were conducting a clase for day pupils who are living 
on the reserve. As you have been informed, these sisters 
are in dire financial straits, and I advised Sister Mary Amy 
to submit a quarterly return for the day school. This 
report is now to hand, showing an enrolment of 15 with an 
average attendance of 12.75. 


I wish to recommend that we pay 4 teacher's 
salary to the principal of the Squamish Boarding School 
for thie day school activity. A similer arrangement has 
obtained in the past at the Pine Creek Boarding School in 
Manitoba. Funde can be found from our Vote, as we have 
Closed a few day schools because of lack of attendance.

The Director, when reviewing the estimates 
for the fiscal year 1941-42, was anxiovs to learn from 
me if we had at any time canvassed the possibilities of 
establishing a consolidated school that mizht serve the 
purpose now served by the Squamish Indian Residential 
School. 


Dr. “WeGill has himself visited the Squamish 
district and is reasonably familiar with the location of 
the school, the Indian homes on the reserve and the 
aistances between these homes and the institution. 


It has been decided to abandon our building 
progran for this year at least ane with an annual increase 
in the Indian school population of approximately 400 pupils 
4t is altovether likely that we shall have demands from 
a@ number of Indian residential schools in the outlying 
sections of the Dominion, asking for increased enrolments. 
These recuests, if granted, would of course mean an in- 
creased appropriation for the payment of per capita grants 
and T am not at all sure that such an increase can be 
secured. 


However, if we could establish a day school 
at Sovamish to take the place of the existing residential 
school, we would be in a position at least to increase 
our per capita grants at other schools to the extent of 
the amount saved at Squamish. I appreciate very fully 

| /\ the fact that this is a rather delicate matter and one 

/ \ that may have to be approached cautiously. It might be 
i well, therefore, to discuss the matter with Inspector 

| I \ Barry and probably with the church authorities and the

without seriously interfering with the educational progress 
of the Indian pupils.

Briefly, I may say that Burrard #3 Reserve is located in or near 
the Lynn Valley District, some eight miles from the present 
Squamish Residential School. There are good roads joining these 
Places.

I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of October 29th 
regarding the suggestion that a consolidated, improved day school 
be established on the north shore to take the place of the exist- 
ing Squamish Indian Residential and Day Schools. 


The possibilities in this connection have been care- 
fully considered and the whole question fully discussed with 
Inspectors Barry and Coleman. 


Inspector Barry's report, together with a sketch plan 
of the Reserves served by the existing arrangements, is attached. 


Owing to the widely scattered character of the Re- 
serves from which the pupilage is drawn, the proposed consoli- 
dation would not be practicable. Moreover, a large percentage 
of the children would, in any event, require residential school 
care because of unfavorable home and family conditions. 


It will be recalled that the establishment of a Day 
School on the Musqueam Reserve to care for those children for 
whom there is no room in the Squamish Residential School has 
been provided for in the 1941-42 Estimates on Departmental 
instructions. 


I would recommend that the existing arrangements 
be continued.

This 
report ie now to hand, showing an enrolment of 15 with an 
average attendance of 12.75. 


I wish to recommend that we pay a teacher's 
ealary to the principal of the Squamish Boarding ®chool 
for thie day school activity. A similar arrangement hee 
optained in the past at the Pine Creek Boarding School in 
Manitoba. Funds can be found from our Vote, ae we have 
ve day schoole because of lack of attendance.

I beg teave to submit the following report for the 
month ending October 31st, 1911. Most of the Indians with 
the exception of a few of the aged and sick are away to their 
winter hinting grounds. Only a few were able to leave their 
children with relatives at the village and at Telegraph Creek, 
conseauently the attendance at both schools has been small, 
but there is just a possibility that more may attend after 
Christmas:wnen those of the hunters who have heen successful 
in thair fur catch can afford to leave their families in the 
village for the few months of the remaining winter. 

I think it would be a mistrke ‘to close the school 
as was sugzested by my predecessor. Those who are fortunate 
in heing able to attend are advancing in a very encouraging 
manner and both of the teachers are making every effort to 
bring them forward. In my opinion a boarding school in the 
village under the management of the Church of England Mission 
with ® married man and his wife to look after toe girls would 
be the only reasonable solution to the problem of educating 
the rising generation of the Tahltan tribe, the larger percen- 
tage of whom afte bright ani intelligent and quick to adapt 
themselves to the White man's ways. A technical branch in 


connection with the school would be of great benefit to them.

“Thege has been a long standing controversy 
between the representatives of the Roman Catholic and 
Protestant Anglican Churches, respectively, as to which 
church merits an ascendency in regard to residential 
school facilities as a result of the advent from time 
to time of their respective Missionaries. In response 
to my request, Reverend Father Allard, 0.M.I., of the 
R. C. Church and Reverend Commander Hodgson, Anglican 
Minister, agreed to come together at the Indian Office 
with the Agent and myself with a view to going over the 
Agenoy census and determining what Indians were reputed 
to belong to either of these churches, in other words 
to determine who are considered to be Roman Catholics 
and who are deemed to be of the Protestant faith. This 
action was thought necessary as a preliminary step in 
the direction of deciding what rscommendation should 
be made to the Department with respect to Indian educ- 
ation in this large district; a residential school 
having been asked for during my viait by the Revérend 
Father Allard, 0.M.I., for the accommodation of 92 
children stated by him to have been baptized into the 
Roman Catholic Church. A list of these children was 
submitted by Father Allard. 


Reverend Commander Hodgson of the Anglican 
Church had also submitted a list of families which 
embraced many of the children in the R. C. list. 


A frank and fair discussion of the matter 
went to show that Indians baptized many years ago by 
the Anglicans had been rebaptized later with their 
children into the Roman Catholic Church and vice versa. 


The Agency official census book was examined, 
Family by Family, and agreement was reached between the 
two Church representatives in regard to each, subject, 
of course, to the acceptance of such status by the 
respective Family heads. 


A distressful aspect was the division, 
through baptism, by the respective clergy, of families. 
In some cases, the fathers would be pagan, the mothers 
Catholic and the children Protestant. In other cases 
the father is Protestant, the mother Catholic, part of 
the children of one Church and part of another. Many 
014 Indians were baptized by the Anglicans years ago 
and had lapsed into paganism, some of whom were now 
Claimed by both Catholics and Protestants. 


A @ecision was reached as to the status of

the Indians as understood by the clergymen. A subsequent 
numerical checkup shows as follows:- 


In the vicinity of Telegraph Creek, Tahltan 
and Dease Lake, including Bear Lake migrant visitors, 


there are, 
Roman Catholics 120. 
Anglican 150 


In the MoDames and liard districts there are 
Claimed by the Roman Catholic olergyman 320 Indians, 
one-third of these are said to be nomads andi are not 
Claimed by the Anglicans. The Roman Catholic Church 
therefore expects to register these 3520 Indjians as 
Roman Catholics. 


In the Atlin and Teslin districts at least 
two-thirds of the Indians, who in total number 222, 
are adherents of the Anglican Church. It was admitted 
that the work of the Anglican Church is inoreasing 
there while that of the Roman Catholic Church under Rev. 
Pather Allard, 0.M.I., is not extensive. Rev. Father 
Allard, 0.M.I., stated that hie Church would be willing 
to give up any religious activities that might be 
prejudicial to the ‘lican interests there, especially 
if the Department would be willing to make provision 
for a residential school for say 50 of 92 Catholic 
children of school age at a place called Six-Mile point 
which is on the right bank of Stikine River about 6 
miles below Telegraph Creek. On the other hand, Rev. 
Commander Hodgson, of the Anglican Church, at Telegraph 
Creek, has suggested that if the Roman Catholic Church 
would be willing to vacate their Telegraph Creek Mission 
(where Rev. Father Allard has recently erected a churoh 
for the Indians in what the Anglicans believe to be 
their territory) the Anglicans might give up any claim 
they may have to Missionary territory around McDames 
Creek and Dease Lake where however the Anglicans have 
no established or organized Missions. The Anglicans 
may offer some objection to the establishment of a 
residential school for the Roman Catholic Church near 
Telegraph Creek as they consider the district an Anglican 
Missionary territory even though there is some lack of 
appreciable Missionary activity along educational lines 
on the part of the Anglioans in this district, the 
latter through Rev. Commander Hodgson claiming not to 
have any s for such purpose. It should be pointed 
out that despite the past religious work of the Anglicans 
at Tahltan (now abandoned) and Telegraph Creek, the 
Roman Catholic Indians have erected new churches at 
Telegraph Creek and at MoDames whether the Anglicans 
like it or not and the priest has decided to press for 
the education of the Indians who identify themselves with 
the Roman Catholic Faith, and hence is asking that a 
departmental residential school be éstablished under 
the supervision of the Catholic Church for Catholic 


children within the territory for which they have 
established these churches. 


The Department will be aware of a medical 
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an from Asst. Commissioner Perry's report (cont'd.) 


survey made in 1928 by Dr. Wride of the Indians in 
Stikine Agency, in view of which I pointed out to the 
clergymen concerned that a medical report of the present 
resident medical officer Dr. Edgelow as to the physical 
fitness of the 92 R. C. ehildren to enter a residential 
sohool would appear to be necessary before consideration 
could be given to the request for a residential school. 
This suggestion met with approval, and Dr. Edgelow has 
promised to make a careful medical examination of the 
children whose names appear on the list of Rev. Father 
E. Allard, 0. M. I. 


Should a medical report on these children 
prove satisfactory, it would then be desirable that 
the Department give consideration to the question as 
to:- whether 


A residential school should be provided 


Whether such school should be denomin- 
ational, undenominational or inter- 
denominational. 


Whether or not the Anglicans’ view that 
the Catholicos are usurping their recog- 
nized Missionary territory or sphere of 
4nfluence should be endorsed in view of 
the limited nature of the present Mission~ 
ary work of the Anglicans and the recent 
more active work of the Roman Jathvulics 
in this district. 


It seems to me that it might be reasonably deduced from 
the foregoing observation that as the Roman Catholic 
Church claims adherents numbering 440 and the Licans 
372 - (total population of Stikine Agenoy is 612) there 
would appear to be reasonable grounds on the part of 

the former to ask for separate educational facilities 

for at least 50 of their 92 children, particularly as 

the Anglicans have a residential school at Carcross, Y.T., 
which is near the center of their larger church activ- 
ities and which has at present some accommodation and 
which might be extended if necessary in order to accom- 
modate the Anglican children who might in future be found 
available for admission thereto. It is thought that an 
extension of educational facilities for the Anglican 
Church at Carcross by the Department for the accommodation 
of Anglican children should fully compensate them for 

any obviously questionable loss they may olaim to 

heve sustained by the advent of the Catholics into 

their Missionary territory which at present is showing 
very slight signs of either yelsgeeue or educational 
activity. The children of the district around Telegraph 
Creek are attend the Provincial public school, while 
the Mission at T tan is deserted and practically 
abandoned. Should the Department be inclined to 
recognize the claims of the Roman Catholics to a 
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Extract from Asst. Comm. Perry's Report (concluded) 


residential school for Catholic children, it is 
recommended that such a school be established at 
6-mile Point where acreage of sufficient area might be 
obtained from the Provincial Government which is under- 
stood to have placed a reserve on it for educational 
purposes. I have examined the site and believe the 
same to be quite suitable for this purpose. It is 
further recommended that a special inspection be made 
at the Caroross Indian Residential School which at 
present seems to bear an unsavoury reputation in the 
North, with a view of bringing it to a higher degree 
of efficiency and in order that the children of 

‘lioan families in the Stikine Agency may be given 

table and satisfactory residential school accom- 
modation and supervision. Of course, this recommend- 
ation is made subject to a satisfactory report being 
made by our medical officer respecting the physical 
fitness of the applicant pupils. 


I should advise you that your suggestion 
to have a joint undenominational school for Stikine 
Agency while approved by Reverend re pe te for the 
Anglicans, is not received with satisfaction by 
Reverend E. Allard, O.li.I., of the Catholic Church. 


It should further be pointed out that the 
erection of a residential school at MoDames, or Dease 
Lake for the Catholics as suggested by Rev. Hodgson 
would be fraught with great expense; while such a 
school if erected on the bank of the Stikine at a 
proper elevation would cost a great deal less as 
freight could be landed close to the proposed site. 
Moreover it is believed that the Stikine River will 
always be a main artery into the Cassiar country even 
though a public highway may be made into Dease Lake 
and Alaska from the south in the future. Moreover 
there is a beautiful creek and splendid fishing right 
at this proposed school site where fish food could 
easily be obtained for the use of the pupils.

In the monthly report covering February 1939, 
mention was made of the -elegraph Creek Yrovineial Day school 
being in an overcrowded condition and not quite up to the 
henlth regulations, 4 report upon which had already been 
submitted to Major D.ji. MacKay, Indian Commissioner for 
B.C. Vancouv r, 3.C. in conneftion with the attendance of 
Indian children at that school. There is little doubt 
but what several +ndian families were slightly influenced, 
last fall, to remain around this area, and later on send 
their children to the loc 1 school. 


Whilst nothing can be proved to this effect, 
yet to-day we have the results of such actions. Other 
schools are provided which will allow such families to carry 
on their trapping affairs, and at the same time send their 
children to school. 


The Authority as to what children should attend 
this local school, and which should not, ought to rest with 
the Indian office entirely, otherwise a re-occurrence of 
this winter's conditions will surely eventuate. This is 
decidedly wanted by all the lwerchants of this Town, and by 
all others who have to live on the old moose now and again; 
that to-day have been shot off or driven back into the far 
ush. A definite ruling on this matter would be much 

poreciated for future action.

You 
may definitely inform the Indians that unless the 
resident Doctor and yourself approve of any fasily 
coming to live in Telegraph Creek Townsite for the 
winter no relief will be allowed by this Department 
to such family.

school. Only an Indian Agent, with the help of the resident 
doetor, should be allowed to pass ort such matters in a 
nomadic indian district. 

It is also pointed out, which is not necessary, 
that if this is allowed to continue, the other schools 
will be depleted of children and will therefore have to 
close down.

x x x 


On the e ening of the 20th inst. the affairs of the 
Telegraph Creek Provincial Day school esme up for public 
attention, by the fesidents, or tax payers of the Town. 

It had been impossible to obtain sufficient number of Tax 
Payers in the spring time, 50 therefore tie Annuel Meeting 
nad been deferrea until now. During the vast 2 years or 
more, all affairs of the school had been handled by the 
local Government Agent, in conjunction with the school's 
Principal; but more so at the hands of the latter. ‘ue to 
Loeal conditions etc. matters h d arrived in a very bad state 
as at the Mid-winter term of a year 960; and therefore, to 
safeguerd the Indien children attending, the matter was taken 
uo by this office with the help of the Local doctor, Dr. 

G.W. Meyer, M.D.,C.M. now in residence here does not only 
attend to the requirements of the In isns; but also is the 
Provincial Medical of Health. Matters were placed in 

front of him, by this of®ice in a very drestic manner; 
resulting from complaints laid by the marents of Indian 
children attending this school. Affairs were found to be 

in a shocking condition; which eventuclly resulted in 

this school house beine condemned, as it was. Sanitary 
matters ve since improve", but otherwise matters are 

to-day %s they were. 


At this meeting the Govt. Agent resiened as “in 
charge” of Provincial matters, and a Board of Trustees 
created. No exolanation was siven as to way sonditions 
were as they were, nor any information allowed for 
future improvement. After the meeting, affoirs were in 
the hands of the Tax-Payers, anc speaking as at this date, 
the sciool 1s running slong - 38 ever it did. 


fhe school premises etc. is really no concern of 
tiis office, except in the case of overcrowding & heelth 
atters, and should more Indians live within this Townsite 
over next winter, overcrowding will be in excess of 
anything yet echieved- which fact Joes concern the 
Injian Office. However, here again,is * very important 
matter that should receive the ¢ neideration of the agency's 
Inspector upon his visit to tnese parts, during the 
coming summer, and some very definite ruli snould be 
created so that the matter of attendance comes entirely 
under the authority of the Indien Office; and would not 
be for the ‘consideration for such loesl Provin ial 
Authorities as th re heovens to be. This whole matter 
has already been rep rted upon several times; &n tnerefore 
the following references are given.

On the 21st inst. Bishop Coudret O.M.I. of 

ReC. Missions arrived for his yearly inspection of the 
Cassiar. All matters were again gone over with him, and the 
various Seasonal schools were taken in hand and teachers 
and supplies arranged for. iater these were reported 
upon, but it is doubtful just at present if it will be 
possible to have a teacher go out to the Caribou Hide 

However the Department have been 8004 enough to 
allow the sum of One hundred dollars towards getting the 
much needed freight out to that point, and the matter is now 
receiving attention as to the possibility of engaging a 
plane for such work. During the interview, some mention was 
made that a lot of local children were living within the 
Township during the winter, and did not attend the local 
Provincial School, and that 1f the lochl R.C. Mission could 
start up a small winter school at this point, many children 
would certainly attend. It was at once pointed out that 
should this be entertained matters in the Township would 
Certainly become worse than they are at present; and the 
object of our Bush Winter schools would be entirely nullified. 
Eventually His Lordship agreed that Such was the case, and it 
is hoped the matter is settled again, for some time to com,

Sir, 


I veg to submit hereunder, a Report covering the 
Ageney's activities, over the month of January 1941. 


As already reported, we have at this point a new Provincial Gov- 
ernment agent. H.W.Meldram Esq., and being quite up to date, has 
been looking over antiquated affairs; one of which is the local 
Provincial School. The building has been condemned as unfit for 
present usage, but as the district is poverty-stricken, and the 
Provincial Authorities cannot see their way clear as yet to baild 
a new School-house, it has to be retained in operation for a time 
yet. The number of children in this community, mostly haif-breeds 
far outnumber the accomodation possible, so that a state of gen- 
eral unrest is prevailing. Some of our indian children about 
Town are attending, but mostly are not; and little can be done 
about the matter at present. Mr Meldram kindly called a meet- 
ing in his Of*ice during the month, and taking all details poss- 
ible is reporting the present state of affairs to his Department, 
when it is hoped some assistance can be received. This Matter 
will be further reported upon when the School Heports covering 
the Agency's various schools, is being submitted.

On the 13th inst the yearly school board meeting 
was held, or was to be held, for the local Provincial Day 
school, but so few local persons took an interest in this 
affair, that it was impossible to call the meeting to order. 
the situation in this Townsite is extreme. Most of the 
children attending this school are halfbreeds, »r straigit 
Indians; and therefore the parents cannot take a lively 
A4nterest. Moreover these half-breeds ave living from 
hand to mouth, even more so than our indians, whilst many 
ao not live in the Townsite and so do not pay taxes etc. 
This is certainly one place in Brttish Columbia at which 
the Provincial School authorities should take the whole 
matter upon themselves and supply the necessary housing and 
equipment to carry on their rovineial School education. 
This comaunity simply cannot shoulder the expenses now 
necessary to place this school in a sanitary and well 
running condition. However a report on this school was 
submitted to the department, pointing out the difficulties 
encountered in making all our Indian children attend this 
school regularly, during the winter times when they reside 
within the townsite.

their homes as it results in an increase of taxes. Conditions 
ere particularly wretohed on the section Known as "Dry Town" 
which is without water, except what ie obtained by claubering 
up and down an almost ghearrock cliff, probably 200° high, to 
the jstikine River, which is very maddy, Adjoining the townsite 
ic the Casea Reserve, ae high bench, obtaining far more sunlight 
in the winter than the town and having excellent esibilitics 
for a year round domestic water system at a very iow cost. The 
renson that it has not been gettled on is undoubtedly due to 
ty, Reed's arbitrary refusal to permit Indians to build homes in 
the vicinity of the town, with the mistaken idea that it would 
drive them out into the bush in the winter, If they were all 
trappers with traplines th re might been some reason for this 
attitude, but even then it is not the wish of every Indian to 
take his wife ani young children out on the trail and often this 
is not possible or ‘esirable for medical reasons. 


The solution to the problem is to build a sehool on the 
eserve, complete with teacher's residence, ‘This would un- 
doubtedly result in the Indians leaving the townsite, parti- 
eulerly if domestic water were made available (Vide report on 

Casea Reserve). In addition to the advantages of our own 
educational syetem for Indians and many more children being 
edveated, I would expect a considerable improvement in health 
and eventual reduction of necessity of relief and medical 
attention. 


The present set up is that we have 35 children, 9 being 
of school age and 16 under age, all Anglicans, on the Casce 
Reserve; 18 of eehool age end 15 under ace, resident in Tele- 
graph Creek Townsite, all nelicanss and 39 of achool age ant 
33 under age, resident in the sumer montis on the Reserve on 
the Stikine River opposite the Townsite, This sums up as 27 ; 
nglieans of echool age, now resident practically all the yeer f 
round ani 99 Catholics during the swimmer.

RetRenting of School Buildings 


Dear Mr.Phelans 


I am sending you herewith the accounts for the Renting of our 
various School Buildings to the Branch during the Calendar Year 1946. 
For the renting of our building in Telegraph Creek for the 
School Term of 1947-1948 in favor of the Klappan Band,if you remember 
well,we were unable to hsve the Klappan Indians go to their hunting 

grounds in Klappan owing to prevailing deseases;at the request of 
the local Agent(later on approved by the Officials of the Branch) 
a tenporary school was set up in our own buildings in Telegraph 
Creek in November 1947;for that purpose we had to make quite a few 
rather expensive alterations.The school only lasted three months, 
and had to be discontinued on account of the Indians returning to 
their various hunting ¢rounds during the course of the winter. 

To my knowledge,as far as our books are concerned,no rent 
was as yet collected for the use of our buildings during those 
three months in Telecraph Creek, 3.0.(Stikine Agency) 

As to this winter,our fathers hive prevailed upon the Indians to 
return early to their hunting ground of Klappan,and they accompanied 
them in the first week of November,so as to be able to teach steadily 
until next April;they should be able to put in five or six months 
of schooling at Klappan;I have already included the tow months of 
November and December,wherein the school has been alreaiy opened. 


N.Be-!ather Forget,at the date of Dec.10,complains that he has not 
yet received the Refund I applied for,when I visited you in Ottawa 
last October. 

Fathers llorisset and Drean have not yet received their cheques 
for their schooling of last summer;I advised them to write to you 
directly,when sending their Forms T,D.1A for 1949. 

Kindly have the cheques for the School Rent sade out directly 
to "The Catholic Zpiscopal Corporation of Whitehorse", so that in my 
absence to Burope,the Secretary of our Corporation may endorse them 
and out them in our account;right now,our Corporation is in an urgent 
need of that money to pay the bills of our new Residence here in 
Whitehorse.l hope,therefore,that there will not be too much delay 
in the settlement of those accounts.

the Telegraph Creek School Board, which operates a two- 
room elementary school here, the Suggestion was made that 
@ combined school for white and Indian children might be 
operated here to advantage. The Board agreed to take the 
matter up with the Provincial Education Department to see 
if they approved of such a step. 


The request for the School 
Board's opinion on this subject was motivated by the need 
for providing schooling for some twenty five to thirty 
Indian children living in the vicinity of Telegraph Creek. 
This number is in addition to fifteen Indian ehildren whose 
parents are tax-payers and who are therefore entitled to 
attend the provincial school. 


The Province made an attempt to 
build a school here last year, but through shortage of 
materials were unable to go through with the project. 

They realized that the small, unsuitable school here was 
inadequate to properly take care of the Growing needs in 

the locality. Both class-rooms are presently crowded, 

and one of the rooms is entirely unsuitable for the punpose. 
It is therefore going to be necessary to provide increased 
space for the #veregréwing attendance list, or deny schooling 
to some of the ohildren. Obviously the Indian children will 
be the first to suffer. 


As it appears the Department is 
not contemplating establishing an Indian day school here, 
it is felt they might consider constructing and operating 
@ combined white and Indian school with the Province. If 
there is any possibility of such a step it is respectfully

As instructed by you, 4 visited selegraph vreek to investigate the 
question of school accommodation at that point. 1 arrived in 
Telegraph Ureek on the evening of vune 22 and remained there until 
the evening of the twenty-third. As a result of my inspection of 
the school, followed by a very complete survey of the town-site, an 
investigation of the probable attendance figures for the next five 
years, and a meeting with the local School Hoard, 4 wish to submit 
the following report. 


fresent school accommodation. 


‘the school enrolment in september 1948 was 79 with 77 pupils attending 
fairly regularly throughout the year. At the time of my visit 71 
pupils' names were being carried on the school roll. ‘the variation in 
school attendance figures is due to the migratory nature of some of 
the indian families. 


‘two teachers are employed by the board neither of whom have had any 
teacher training. ‘the work of the grade one teacher is quite commend- 
able. 1 was not satisfied with the work being accomplished by the 
teacher of the senior room. 


‘the school accommodation available is appalling to the degree that it 
is beyond description. sorty-nine pupils are enrolled in the senior 
room which occupies the class room space on the ground floor. she 
dimensions of this class room are 20 ft. by 31 ft. with considerable 
space taken up in the centre of the room by a chimney and barrel type 
heater. rupils are seated in double and triple desks. Lighting is 
totally inadequate. 


the attic of the school which was formerly used as a teacher's residence 
is now used to house the grade one pupils who range in age from 6 to 

12 years. access to this r.om is secured by means of a very steep 
stairs attached to the rear of the school. she dimensions of this 

room are 12 ft. by 31 ft. with a ceiling height varying from 5 ft. 

6 in. at the sides to 7 ft. 8 in. at the centre. she chimmey and 

barrel type heater located in the centre of the room occupy 4 great 

part of the floor space. TWENTY-TWO youngsters are taught in this 

room. Conditions of sanitation and of fire hazard are unbelievable. 


‘two ancient and small privies are available to the school. No washing 
facilities are available. “uring summer the children may drink from 
@ small stream of water at the rear of the school. 
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The school grounds measure 100 ft. by 120 ft. with about two-thirds 
of the area available for the school building and playground. ‘the 
remainder is extremely steep hillside.

The following probable school attendance figures for the future are 
based upon information supplied by the teachers as a result of a 
careful analysis of the population figures for the district made in 
conjunction with the indian Agent, Mr. Sampson.

There are 19 children in this category but their ages were not 
available without more investigation than time permitted. 


It is difficult to forecast the length of time that the indian children 
will remain at school, s&stimating the retaining power of the school 

at @ reasonably low rate it is concluded that THREE classrooms will be 
required for September 1949 and that allowance should be made for a 
probable extention to four class rooms in 1951 or 1952.

I would recommend that a three room school be constructed immediately 
with provision made in the planning for a possible addition of a 
fourth class room. i am aware that this recommendation raises very 
considerable problems of (a) suitable site (b) type and method of 
construction (c) financing. Under these headings 1 would report us 
follows:

This is a most difficult problem. «the town-site of telegraph Creek 
rises abruptly from the river in a Series of small benches. ivery 
conceivable method of locating a building on the present site was 
investigated. ut is impossible to find room for three class rooms 
On the present site. 


Considerable time was Spent in covering every available piece of 
reasonably level ground in the area. 44 @m convinced that there is 

no satisfactory solution to this problem, three alternative proposals 
were suggested to the school Hourd. she Board unanimously settled on 
a site immediately above the present school. 4 am satisfied that 

this decision is the best that can be made, 


(b) Lype and method of Construction. 


Under conditions of material supply existing at Telegraph Ureek 1 

am convinced that the best type of construction can be secured by 
using squared timbers. Yraming lumber, Shiplap, etc., can be cut 
locally. The owner of the local mill was interviewed and he stated 
that he would be unable to cut any lumber before august. Cutting 
should be started immediately. ‘The Fublic Works own a mill and 
arrangements might be made to have the work done by the Fublic Works 


Department. 
I would recommend the following steps be taken: 


1. A plan be drawn for a three room school capable of 
expansion to four rooms. ¥lumbing cannot be provided 
but storage facilities for water for drinking and for 
Some fire protection should be included. 


4 capable carpenter-foreman should be employed to ZO to 
telegraph vreek to Supervise the building project. 


the Fublic Works should be asked to co-operate: 


(a) To level the grounds, 
(b) To use their mill to cut the squéred timber, dimension, 


etc. 


4. Rrrangements should be made to send in material not 
available in telegraph Ureek, 


i am aware that this section of the renort is very sketchy. 
prepared to offer more detail regardin, 
is decided to go ahead with this project. 


(c) Financing. 


Based upon information secured regarding the cost of building the 
Police barracks and the indian Department's Uffice building 4 woulda 
estimate the cost of building a suitable school might approach #100,000. 


4t the present time there are 25 wards of the indian vepartment 
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attending school. wvuring the next five years 79 children will 

enter school of which number 50 will be wards of the 4sndian Vepartment. 
it was suggested to me that the number of indian children might 
increase when regular and adequate school facilities were available 

but 1 have no facts to support this suggestion. 


The figures quoted above would indicate that the indian vVepartment 
should be involved in the financing of any school construction 
undertaken. 


4n addition to the problem of school accommodation three other matters 
were discussed with the board. «hese were: 


1. deaching staff. 


This school is not receiving good instruction.. 1 suggested 
the following measures to the board. 
(a) That they pay a Northern Living Allowance of at 
least six hundred dollars per annum. 
(b) that the present school be used as a teachers 
residence. 
(c) that they avail themselves of the offer of Mr. valziell 
to fly the teachers from Watson Lake to telegraph vreek 
free of charge. 


2. Indian Department nepresentat of the sc pe] . 
@ School soard asked me to transmit to the Lepartment 
their suggestion that the resident indian Agent should 
automatically become a member of the School Board. 


S. Fayment of a Secretary-reasurer. 
he Board wishes to have authority to hire a secretary- 


treasurer at a salary of $30 per month. 


This report has been prepared in the minimum of time. 4 returned from 
‘telegraph Vreek to my home only the day before 4 had to leave for the 
Coast. it am submitting the report immediately upon my arrival because 
of the necessity for an early decision upon the course of action to be 
taken to meet the situation existing at selegraph Ureek.

With reference to Mr. Neary's letter of May 25, 
I am forwarding a self-explanatory memorandum from District 
School Inspector Davey with the enclosures referred to therein. 
You will note thet the Province intends to commence con=- 
struction of a 3-room school at Telegraph Creek in about a 
month's time, and that this building will provide adequate 
accommodation for the white pupils and the Indian pupils, 
both Protestant and Catholic, and that the three rooms will 
probably be adequate for another five or six years, 


Since the Catholic and Protestant Indian children 
have been attending the same schools for the past years, 
there would appear to be no reason why the arrangement should 
not be continued on the understending that in a few years time, 
when the available pupilage necessitates additional accom- 
modation, a separate school will be provided for Catholic 
Indian pupils. 


With regard to the cost of the Provincial School 
building, there can be no doubt that Inspector Graham's es- 
timate is out of all reason, having in mind the type of con- 
struction proposed and the cost of the modern frame building 
erected by this department last year for use as an office and 
clerk's quarters, It is hoped that a definite figure covering 
cost of the building will be available in a few weeks so that 
the department's share--based on 55% of the enrollment if the 
Catholic children are included, or 44% if they are excluded-- 
may be calculated, 
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August 2, 1949. 


In closing, I might mention that it wes not until 
this matter was discussed with Mr. Sampson that we realized 
that Indian children of both religious denominations had 
been attending the Provincial School for some years, and 
further that the operation of the proposed 3-room Provincial 
School is not expected to effect attendance at the Klappan 
seasonal school.

Further to my letter of August the 2nd and Mr. 
Neary's of August 23rd, attached is a letter from the 
Uxecutive Assistant of the Deputy Minister of the Provincial 
Department of Zducation. ‘The construction of the proposed 
new school at Telegraph Creek is to be undertaken by the 
Provincial Department on a day labour basis. It will be 
noted that the estimated cost, if labour can be secured in 
the vicinity of Telegraph Creek, is ¥50,169. However, if 
it is impossible to engage labour in the locality the cost 
may run as high as ¥65,000, It would seem then that we 
should make provision in the supplementary estimates for an 
amount of approximately j#35,750,,;which is 55j of 65,000. 


It will be noted that the Provincial Department xy» - 
does not anticipate that the cost will run as hich as 40, Tre 
465,000 but wishes to provide for any contingency that 
mizht arise. In any case since the work is to be done 
on a day labour basis the "epartment will be protected.

Dear Mr. Davey: 


I received a telegram today from Mr. Marr, our 
Building Supervisor, who is in Telegraph Creek and our 
closest estimate of the cost of the proposed building and 
equipment is $50,169. However, the labour situation is 
not entirely firm and if it became necessary to use Van- 
couver labour, the cost would be somewhat higher. To be 
on the safe side, I would suggest that we allow $65,000. 
for the project and if there is any saving, that would be 
all to the good. 


As you know, this amount is considerably less 
than the preliminary estimate that was made in my office 
several weeks 4g0+ 


Naturally, we would prefer to have the Indian Af- 
fairs Branch assume 55% of the cost but I understand very 
well that this will depend upon the decision which will be 
made from Ottawa. 


If anything can be done to expedite the approval 
of your Government's share of the total cost, it will be 
much appreciated.

I Heresy Certiry that this Voucher is correct, that the material has been supplied, the work performed and 
that the charges are fair and just; also that the expenditure has been incurred legitimately and that each item of the
